The Universal Language. 


John Martin SchVyer is a scholar and a 


linguist of some celebriety. 
He was born 


In the Grand Duchy of Baden, in 1831, and 
is not ns old a man as he looks. 
His in- 


vention of Volapuk was a great 'intellect- 
ual feat. 
This universal language has 


gained a firm footing in Germany, Switzer- 
land, Holland, Hungary, Italy, France, 
Sweden, and especially in Syria and Arabia, 
having been introduced also into Russia 
(south), America, Asia, and the north of 
Africa. It has a vocabulary of seventeen 
thousand words. 
These are printed with 


the grammar. 
When, a few months ago, 


the Volapuki.-ts'held their grand interna- 
tiunal congress at Munich, and most of the 
countries of Europe sent representatives, 
the good repute of America for enlightened 
curiosity was saved by one gentleman 
from Cincinnati. Herr Schleyqr, the in- 
ventor of the language, took the chair in 
UK- name of the association of France. 
He 
explained that Vulapuk was not 


meant to suppress other tongues, but only 
to supply a new one for the common pur- 
poses of all mankind, and in particular for 
the promotion of universal brotherhood. 
The inventor hopes to induce the German 
government to admit Volapuk to the list 
of languages transmissable by telegraph 
within the empire. In Denmark it has 
been officially recouimended to telegraph 
clerks as a subject of study. 
The knowl- 


edge of it spreads rapidly in France. .Ac- 
cording to the prospectus of the 
Volapuk- 


Almanach for li$88, there are in Germany 
and Austria alone some twenty thousand 
amateurs or masters of- this eight-year-old 
"world language." 


Volapuk means world's speech, vol, 


meaning world, and puk, speech. 
The 


language consists of the best of over 
twtnty tongue?, omiting their irregulari- 
ties. The most is taken from the English 
language, the others being represented ac- 
cording to their importance. The pronun- 
ciation Is arranged to he easy for alt na- 
tiuns; the letter UR," therefore, is seldom 
ust*d. If that letter is contained in Eng- 
lish words when bnmg'-t into Volapuk, it 
is changed to L. All the letters are Eng- 
lish. The consonants are pronounced as 
in English, and the vowels like Spanish. 
Every word is spelled phonetically, there 
being no silent letters. The rules of the 
Volapuk grammar have no exceptions. It 
even goes so far that plurals from the pro- 
noun I (ob) are formed regularly by adding 
tin s (obs), the Fame way as with every 
noun. Adjectives and verbs can be formed 
from every noun by adding the syllables 
uik" or "on." Certain syllables are used 
to save memorizing a large vocabulary; an 
instance is the syllable tlle" which when 
prefixed to any word, expresses the same 
general idea in a larger degree 
House in 


Valapuk is "Doin." The prefix gives the 
word "ledom" meaning palace. The syl- 
lable *'lu"' prefixed to a word denotes the 
same idea In a smaller sense. 
Using the 


same example, "ludom" is cottage. These 
two syllables alone save the memorizing 
of one hundred words. 
Out of a classifi- 


cation of nine hundred words it is necessary 
to^nemorize but three hundred and two 
syllables. Volapuk is so arranged that in 
translation all pecularities of style are re- 
tained. To one unaccustomed to the sound 
of the language it seems strange, but its 
harmony grows upon the ear. The whole 
grainmer is contained in four small pages. 


The Open Courtt a paper devoted to edu- 


cational interests, furnishes the following 
condensed account of Schleyer's method:
